The aunt and her hus- 
band went on to the show 
and left the girl standing in 
the street. 
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The very ones who were 
older and should have been 
an example and ahelp to their 
more tender relative were in 
their blindness trying to set a 
trap to lead her to ruin. But 
thank God, the tender inno- 
cent girl was true to her con- 
victions and chose rather to 
be alone in the street than to 
enter the door of hell with 
her older relatives. If every 
boy and girl who are mem- 
bers of the precious Church of 
God would only be as true 
aud determined as this pre- 
cious girl there would be less 
backshding among our young 
people.
